THE HANDS"OF' A CLOCK. 


Wfcy They Are Fainted on Sl«i.i to Bepre- 


wnt the IIWMT of •:!». 


I saw in u newspaper n statement 


that tho bauds of dunuuy or sign clocks 
generally indicate 19 luimibw post 8 
o'clock, bocauso nt that minute and 
bonr Abraham Lincoln died. 
This is 


an error, for history tells us that tho 
martyr president died at 7:39 in tho 
morning, a fact which can easily bo as- 
certained.

Liternry Dij^t. nskud oor opinion why 
lhi?so clocks \vcro t.hus painted, and our 
answer was printed in Unit journal. It 
BWins Unit dummy clocks or watches in- 
dicnto 8 o'clock ami 18^ minutes bo- 
CIUIFO llutt is Uio position on tlio dial 
ivl.oro time can bn shown, tho hands be- 
iiiif on opposite sides iiud making a per- 
fect tmgli', Juid also being equally dis- 
tant by ii.imi.to marks or degrees from 
Uio figures 13, taking these as a starling 
point. 
Wo admit, though, that tho 


hands eim bo reversed, indicating 3 
o'clock 4laminates. 


TUcrc is but one other placo on the 


dial -where the time would bo correct 
and show tho bauds equally distaut 
from the flgnrcs 12. That is at 1«?4 
minutes past 9 o'clock, or, with the 
hour nnd mimito hauils reversed, but 
this would not Iw BO desirable, as the 
hands would bo almost directly nt right 
angles across tho face of tho dial. This 
e«u bo easily tested by any one with bis 
watch. 


It must be remembered that, while 


tho minute baud makes tho circuit of 
tho dial of 150 minute degrees tho hour 
baud moves but five minnto degrees. 
Therefore the inovemeiit of tho hour 
hand one uiiunta degree necessitates tho 
mox'oment of tho iniuuto hand 12 min- 
utes, or one-fifth of the whole.
